A-TEMPERANCE MOVEMENT IN INDIA. 
‘Waaris onlled by the Bombay Gazette a 
Curious Temperance Movement has 
Intely taken place in the Konkan, a 
dietriot near Bombay. It appears that 
for some years the people of Panwell 
have ‘been deprived of the right of 
drawing aud selling toddy from their 
own trees, the exclusive privelege of 
drawing and selling it being given to 
the liquor farmer, and the tree tax 
having been raised from 4 anuas to 
Be, 16 por tree, In consequonce of 
this, even the liquor seller las been 
unable to sell toddy at s reasonable 
rate, while in formor years the toddy 
tree owners, after supplying their own 
waute, sold their surplus toddy aud 
maiutained themselves. People are now 
required to pay one anua per bottle 
for toddy, which in a district whe eo 
wages are only three annas « day, 
oue writer says, simply ridioulone. ‘Phe 
restrictions Lave driven the people into 
the adoption of peculine means in the 
the liquor contractors 
It appears however 
that it is not the contractors ho are 
to blame, but the Government, who 
have tried to increase their revenue 
from liquor, without duly considering 
the effect which a sudden and great 
inoresse on the duty would have upou 
the people. Judging from what a cor 
respondent of our contemporary, wri 
ou the spot, says, the liquor farmers 
are likely to be ruined aud the revenue 
from the source to be 
The state to which the liquor farmers 
are reduced by the notion of the Govern. 
ment seems to have awakened some 
sympathy for them in the Indian news+ 
papers; they Lave not done well for come 
time past and have a good deal of money 
at etake on the contracts into which 
they lave entered with the Abkari 
Department, which regulates the dis- 
tillation of strong liquors, It would 
leo appear that there has beon great 
discontent among the people of Konkan 
and in Gozorat with the Abkari laws, 
and that for many years the people ave 
beon waiting for the Government to
